Gary Hursh and Ann Taylor

Taylor, arguing that we are los- 
ing jobs in the Sacramento area 
because we lack the ability to 
guarantee the continued produc- 
tion of electricity, calied for an in- 
creased utilization of ail energy 
resources 
Taytor said new manufacturing 
plants being built in Roseville will 
increase the population of Sac- 
ramento County by 80,000 people 
“That is obviously going to 
cause some concern in the power 
generation fieid,” Taylor said 
“because we're going to have to 


to Aibuquerque because SMUD 
could not guarantee them suf- 
ficient power for them to put the 
plant in here an industrial area 
for that type of clean industry 
Taylor continued. The last year 
we ve had two plants that did not 
settie here for the same reason 

And they went to Roseville 
where they pay Pacific Gas and 
Electric (PG&E) two - and - a - half 
times what Si“UD charges. We've 
lost maybe 20,000 jobs. in the long 
run, to that area. And | think that 
does impact the Sacrarnento com- 
munity. And! think we are short of 
power. And | think we have to stop 
sticking our heads in the sand and 
we have to address that question 

Nuclear power, one of SMUD's 
generating sources, is the issue 
over which the two candidates 
disagree the most 


would cost the rate payers in Sac- 
ramento $150 million a year to be 
able to replace that power.” Taylor 
said. “| don't think that the Sac- 
ramento rate payers woul) like to 
have that kind of increase on their 
rate bili.’ 

Describing Taylor's claims for 
nuciear power as being ‘five years 
behind the times,” Hursh said, “If 
you look at the economics of 
nuclear, they're not there. You !ook 
at the safety record of nuclear. it is 
not as it has been described 

However, Hursh said he does 
not favor the permanent shutdown 
of Rancho Seco “as long as we 
need it

The use of bicycles as a means 
of alternative transportation at 
CSUS is the subject of much ac 
tivity and inactivity in the planning 


of bicycle use, parking and 
regulation 
New bicycle regulations 


reported by the Hornet to be in 
effect Oct. 1, have been delayed 
pending final approval from the 
Sacramento Municipal 
house 

The regulations, if approved 
would require ali bikes ridden on 
Campus to be licensed by either 
the city or county. Licenses would

be available through the CSUS 
Department of Public Safety with 
proof of ownership. in addition, 
bicycles not parked in designated 
parking areas could be impounded 
by CSUS Public Safety 

All impounded bicycles could 
be redeemed by paying a $2 fee. If 
not reclaimed within 90 days, the 
bicycles would be sold at pubjiic 
auction. Under the regulation, 
proof of ownership would be man- 
datory and unlicensed bikes would 
have to be licensed to be released 

Municipal Court Judge Roger 
Warren, who ushered the two - 
year - old regulations through the 
courthouse, expressed concern 
over impounding authority

Instructor challenges Fazio

CSUS instructor Clyde Kuhn is contesting re 
election of Rep. Vic Fazio (D - Solano) to the 4th 
Congressional District by mounting his own cam- 
paign for the seat 

Kuhn, a 34 - year - old Davis resident, teaches a 
cultural heritage course through the university's ex- 
tension program and aiso works with the crass - 
cultural resources center on campus 

Running as an “independent progressive” can- 
didate, Kuhn said his “grassroots” campaign grew 
from the way Fazio “votes consistently for military 
spending,” and handies the environmental crisis 

“In some circumstances he (Fazio) boasts about 
military spending, saying: ‘Here | am building our 
defense posture and this appalis me,” Kuhn 
said. “Where does military spending lead to peace? 
What arms race has ever led to something positive?” 

Kuhn takes a strong stand toward shifting military 
employment into “productive forms of public sector 
work” and said he would develop legislation at all 
levels to shift tax dollars from being “poured down 
the rat - hole of mutually assurred destruction” of 
mititary spending to programs in areas of mass tran- 
sit, housing, health care, and conservation 

On the issue of the environment and land in 
general, Kuhn attacked Fazio's voting record on the 
Stanisiaus River and said that a halt in the filling of 
the New Melones Darn, leaving a haif - filled reser- 
voir, would be a “real demonstration of our com- 





mitment to the seriousness of the water crisis in 
California.” 

The incumbent, according to Kuhn, thinks it 
should be filled, since the dam is already built 
because leaving it empty would be “an indictment of 
the reflection of the excesses of environmental! 
movement,” he said, “trying” to quote an earlier 
Fazio statement 

‘We need to completely overhaul our water use in 
California. We can't continue to be a water colonist 
for Southern California,” Kuhn added. “| cart see 
anything good in the Peripheral Canal 

But Kuhn does not see himself as a leades that 
would impose his “vision of the future on the rest of 
the world.” He considers his hard work to be a 
‘caialyst” for other “third - party grassroots can 
didacies.’ 

Catling his type of candidacy the “wave of the 
future,” he predicted that the dissatisfied American 
public will be looking for alternatives to the two 
“decaying parties” in the next few years. Kuhn com- 
pares his campaign to those of presideniia! can- 
didates’ John Anderson and Barry Commoner 

“This is a way (a write - in vote for an 
independent) to make a protest vote that really can 
be measured,” Kuhn said noting that too many 
protest votes are in the form of “Mickey Mouse for 
president,” and go uncounted, thus making no 
politica! statement to anyone beyond the person 
dumping those batiots out

Student lobbyists uniting

A council of student represen- 
tatives from each of the seven toca! 
olleges and universities has 
formed to unify student lobbying 
efforts in the area, according to 
Mark Holmes, ASI director of 
legislative affairs 

The Sacramento Area 
Collegiate Council (SACC) con- 
sists of delegates from CSUS., 
American River Coliege, Sac- 
ramento City College, Cosumnes 
River College, Sierra College, UC 
Davis and McGeorge Law Schoo! 
The council will work with the state 
legisiature, City Council and 
County Board of Supervisors 

This is an idea that's been 
kicked around by a lot of different 
people for a couple of months,” 
said Holmes. “We want to con- 


solidate students in one area witha 
common interest to work together 
on issues that concern them as 
students.” 

‘The goal,” AS! Chair Bill Klein 
said, “is to provide students in the 
Sacramento area with a voice at 
the local level.’ 

A delegate nominated by each 
school will serve on the council 
and bring back information to 
specific student organizations 
selected by each campus 

At CSUS, the Student Lobby 
along with several other campus 
organizations, including ASI, wiil 
take unified stands on issues com- 
ing down from the state, county 
and city levels. The delegate 
through the council, will amplify 
the students’ stand on the issues to 
local legislators in the form of lob- 
bying 

At CSUS, no ASI organization 


may directly lobby for more than a 
certain number of hours a week 
Too much lobbying could result 
in ASI losing it’s non - profit and 
tax exempt status,” commented 
Holmes. “Now that we have 
created the council, we can turn it 
into a media voice.” 

Steve Glazer, legislative direc- 
tor and chief lobbyist for the 
California State Student As- 
sociation (CSSA), stated, “it's very 
effective, a great idea. We'd be 
happy to provide any assistance 
thats necessary to their es- 
tablisnment.” The CSSA is the 
Statewide lobbying agent for the 
California State Universities and 
College students 

SACC wiil work closely with the 
CSSA and other state, system - 
wide lobbying groups in the State 
Legislature. it will facilitate the

With regard to the recent developments in the 
Iraq - Iran conflict, it should be noted that while the 
US. government may not be directly responsible for 
the hostilities, it clearly sees many advantages to be 
gained from the Iraqi aggression against Iran 

The U.S. government has conveniently ignored 
the internal problems of Iraq The regime of Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein has been repressing the 
legitimate rights of the Shiite majority in Iraq and has 
imprisoned and murdered leading Shiite leaders, in- 
cluding imam Musa Sadr and members of his family 
as well as opposition leaders from a variety of 
political factions. This repression is part of a

In its piace, the United States 
hopes that the conflict will force the Iranian military 
into an untenable position, from which they will 
renew the arms sales which were so common under 
the regime of the former Shah Meanwhile. the 
United States has arranged to sell 190 M-60 tanks to

; Something quietly revolutionary is beginning to 
‘grow across America — a simple, powerful 

movement of change that can heip us all. It's the ap- 

plication of the idea of cooperation, and it has even 

penetrated CSUS 

: Agroup of CSUS students are working together 
‘to establish a foodco - op in which the members wil! 
(pool their food purchases and collectively buy at 
twholesale prices (up to 40 percent jess than retail) 
' intertwined in this simple concept of cooperation 
is another very important idea -- people are much 
‘better off neiping themselves than being heiped by 
‘other people 

: “Give people fish and they will eat for a day. but 
fleach them to fish and they will eat for a lifetime” isa 
reality of the co - op movement that teaches par- 
ticipants to understand and control the economic 
‘institutions that affect their lives 

' The first modern co - op was born out of a band of 
Btarving textile strikers in 1854 in Rochdale. 
England. Within 10 years, their movement had 
Spread to six cities and employed 50 co - op 
members in different capacities ranging from 
clothes manufacturing to food production and sales 
: Their goal was to have cooperative economic 
‘contro! of England in 50 years. Though their goal 
‘was ever met, their ideas were a catalyst for other 
successful movements of the people, such as 
modern trade unions 

in Sweden today, co - ops comprise the largest 
sector of the economy. Swedish co - ops include all 
facets of food production and textiles, housing and 
even child care 
Although the co - op movement of the United 

States hasn't been as successful as that of Sweden 
or Great Britain, there has been a dramatic increase 
sin momentum in recent years. 
: The rapid growth of the California co - op

movement is a prime example This past weekend 
over 300 peopie attended a statewide co - op 
conference, including representatives from CSUS 
Seven years ago, only 30 were in attendance at the 
same statewide conference 

Conference topics ranged from co - operative 
housing to food production and sale 

In the agriculturally - fertile Monterey area, the 
concentration is food production. They are quickly 
reaching their goal — to supply as much produce as 
the California co - op movement needs 

There are more than 97,000 mernbers in the 
Berkeley Co - op (started in 1930) which provide gas, 
books, furniture and clothing, in addition to food 
products. They even have their own bank 

Other types of cooperatives in California, as well 
as other states. are credit unions, recreational 
equipment outlets and fraternity and sorority 
housing 

The economic message of this reasonable, non - 
violent, revolutionary movement is clear. Buying 
together, we can save 35 percent on purchases. It is 
the ultimate, low - key example of “united we stand.” 

Working together, we can control our own 
economic ;esources. Co - ops are not a part of the 
regular profit society. Co - ops increase the self - 
reliance of the individual because everyone is 
equally valuable 

The cooperative movement is a casual way of 
politicizing members of our society, politicizing 
them to realize their individual importance and the 
mutual gains to be made by working together 
Finally, the movement popularizes the application of 
democracy to our economy

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New Deal interests diverge 


Who can make sense of the contemporary 
American political scene? Obviously not the major 
political parties and their respective candidates 

The nation has long been sliding into a state of 
peculiar political flux Growing numbers within the 
electorate feei alienated from the major parties 
They are unable to define their political identities 
and determine their partisan affiliations within the 
context of the traditional political framework 

As a result, their party candidates are popping up 
ail over the nation and achieving significant 
successes, especially in state and local elections 
The number of voters registered independent has 
now outstripped the number of those registered 
Qepubiican and is rapidly closing in on the Democ- 
rats 

What is an independent? The very term is con- 
fusing, suggesting a negative definition of behavior 
One is independent from something, not dedicated 
to something e!se in a positive manner 

in the past, for example the 1960's. it seemed 
easier to pinpoint yourself and your political 
philosophy somewhere on the political continuum 
between the left and the right. Generally speaking 
the overali issue positions of a self - confessed 
liberal were fairty simple to fuess 

if he supported the civil rights movement, it could 
be safely assumed that he was aiso sympathetic to 
say, enviornmentalist and anti Vietnam War 
movements. The same analytical technique applies 
equally well to conservatives of that period and their 
respective issues and positions 

The probiem is that today we are all touched by a 
much higher number of issues directly and we must 
take stands based on our seif - interests This 
Situation has beer caused by a host of new 
developments, including the generation of a new 
Cold War, the regeneration of religious fun- 
damentalism and the degeneration of the post - 
World War I! economic boom 

Often these cross - cutting issues have more than 
just two sides With so many people involved in so 
many multi - faceted issues, how can any one partly 


hope to satisfy the electorate with a broad platform? 
The electorate itself is factionalized and there are 
important consequences 

To ilustrate the point, let's examine the old New 
Deal liberal coalition. Since the New Deal's birth 
Blacks and Jews have been allied for liberal causes 
because it was in their individual self interests. Their 
respective issues of concern and issue position did 
not conflict with the desited goals of the other ally 
That is not nearly as true today 

Aithough Jewish issues have always been con- 
sidered liberal or left wing matters, the case of Israel 
has altered that considerably. The Left including 
blacks. has grown more sympathetic with Third 
World support for the Palestinians, whiie support for 
Israel has become an issue for the Right. Other fac 
tors inciude !srael’s close relations with racist South 
Africa. The result? A widening rift between 
American Jews and American Blacks 


Can a big defense spender and anti - abortionist 
be called a libera;? Can an enviornmentalist and 
ERA supporter be labeled a conservative? Perhaps 
the extreme left and right wing positions “average 
Out’ to the middie ts he a moderate? Hardly, if all his 
positions are extremist. Just what breed of cat is the 
new independent? 

Such voters apparently must vote for a party and 
candidate based upon the issue considered mast 
salient to them and disregard what the party piat- 
form says about the rest of the issues. If avoiding 
nuclear war is most important, then he might vote for 
Carter. If saving the national economy is paramount 
then maybe it's Reagan Enviornmentalists? Maybe 
Anderson 

At any rate, the parties are dying and they must 
respond to the new political enviornment if they are 
to survive. Perhaps we are on the verge of a 
revolutionary political transformation. Perhaps the 
new political creature, the survivor, is an issue - 
juggier with one foot on either side of the line, tes- 
ting the winds constantly for change. Perhaps it is 
Jerry Brown. God have mercy

Assemblyman Eugene Chappie 
(R - Rosevilie) got an "F" and went 
to the bottom of the class. Sen 
Albert Rodda ( D - Sacramento) 
was among the top 10 with an “A+.” 
Assemblyman Leroy Greene (D - 
Sacramento) almost flunked with a 
“D” 

Old and yellowed high school 
transcripts stolen from a secret 
vault, right? Wrong. These grades 
are fresh 

The California State Student 
Association (CSSA) released its 
legislative “report card” Tuesday 
The grades, part of a 31 - page 
Study, were based on all the 
legislators’ voting records on 11 
education - related bills brought 
before the Legislature during its 
1979-1980 regular session 

“We gave equal weight to each 
of the bills,” said Steven M Glazer 
CSSA legislative director These 
11 measures were considered by 
the CSSA “to be of major 
significance to California State 
University and Coliege students 

Among the 11 bills were 

Assembly Bill 2031 a 
Republican - sponsored riot act 
that would have expelled from 
California college campuses 
three years any student con- 
victed of incitement to riot or 
remaining at a place of riot or 
unlawful assembly (opposed by 
CSSA and defeated) 

Assembly Bill 224, authored by 
Howard Berman (D - Los Angeles) 
which would have made housing 
discrimination against students 
illegal (supported by CSSA and 
defeated); 

Senate 


for 


Bill 1279. which 


removed the $20 ceiling from the 
mandatory student body fee and 
made future increases subject to a 
student referendum and approval 
by the California State University 
and College (CSUC) Board of 
Trustees (supported by CSSA and 
signed into law): 

Assembly Bill 3107, which, ac- 
cording to Glazer, “provided 
students greater control over their 
records” when it became law Sept 
30 


‘Overall, itwasa very good year 
for us, said Glazer, who noted that 
SB 1279 and AB 3107 had been 
killed in previous sessions and also 
that the assembly had passed 71 
percent of CSSA supported 
legislation, the senate 64 percent 
during the 1979-1980 session 

Though the CSSA is prohibited 
as anon - profit organiza‘ion from 
backing any Candidate for public 
office, it uses the “report card” to 
express its preference 

We will be widely dissen.inat 
ing the legislative ratings and en- 
couraging student voters to take 
them into consideration when they 


are at the polis.” Glazer said 
This past spring he con 
tinued, “we have been successfu! 


mM registering over 250.000 new 
Student voters 

In addition to releasing the 
legislative report card Tuesday 
the CSSA announced its first 
Legisiator of the Year Award

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Victory restores Broughton’s esteem\

For Kenny Broughton there's 
nothing quite like victory to restore 
one's self - esteem. Now the 
Hornet senior quarterback is con- 
fident that his team will make win- 
ning a habit 

When the 1980 footbail season 
began, Hornet boosters feit this 
was the year the team would push 
its way out of the doldrums of los- 
ing seasons into respectability 
Instead CSUS started very 
slugglishly, getting off to a 0-4 start 
inciuding a _ disastrous 19-0 
shutout to San Francisco State. In 
the Gator game, all the Hornet 
offense could muster was a dismal 
111 - yards total offense 

At this point Broughton, a 
senior government major from 
Weed, began questioniing his own 
abilities 


“| went through a lot of soul 
searching,” Broughton said. “But 
talking to Coach (Bob) Mattos and 
members of the team really helped 
They were all behind me.” 

Mattos, who vigorously rec- 
ruited and convinced Broughton 
to come to CSUS, never lost his 
faith in his starting quarterback 
and insisted the teain's slow start 
wasn't attributable to Broughton’'s 
play 

After looking at the films we 
couldn't place the finger on the 
play of the quarterback.” Mattos 
said. “We had problems which 
young teams have. It took time to 
adjust 

Following the San Francisco 
game, the Hornets faced a very for- 
midable Cal Lutheran team, which 
went into the game ranked fifth 
nationally with a 5-0-1 record. In 
preparation for the game, Mattos 
simplified his offensive strategy in

with workouts recently intensified 


The Hornets, winners of three out of four meets entered as a team 
have been on the road practically the entire season, with the exception 
of one home meet. "| just don't have the time to set up meets here,” 
said Colman, a counseior and coach for the San Juan School District 
“| feel cheated when | can't spend more time with the team and | know 


they feel cheated too.” 


Team members agreed that the program has suffered from the lack 
of contact time with their coach. Team unity, however, is the best it has 
been since the women's running program began two years ago 

“We all want to win individually, but it's a great satisfaction when 
the team wins as a whole.” said junior Robin Tracey, the most valuable 
cross Country runner at her high school in Lancaster in 1978 

Sophomore MaryAnne Scannell, one of the Hornet front runners 
this season, who finished 39th at the nationals a year ago, added that 
she and her teammates make it a habit to encourage each other on the 
course.

Kloss —- One of the master trends of modern mass 
media is towards the media chain corporation. How 
does this effect the scope of debate? How does it 
effect editorial policy? 

Renault {t varies, depending on the com- 
bination. There are seme chains which offer the 
members automony in their editorial decisions 
There are others which hand down the editoria: 
policy opinion from their main newspaper office. It 
has not effected my work. To have the decision 
handed down would be a tough position for a car- 
toonist to work under. You'd be essentially an iilus- 
trator, wouldn't you? 


Kioss —- Yes, | would think so. Dennis, do you 
consider yourself an artist or a journalist - 
newspaperman? 


Renault — Oh, God. There's probably any 
number of trades that can be associated with car- 
tooning. The analogy | like best is that, yes, you are 
an artist and political commentator, but even as an 
artist you work a cartoon image like a theater set. A 
cartoonist, for example, could be seen as a 
playwright, stage and costume designer, lighting 
director or stage manager. What is produced is likea 
frozen moment in a play. 

Kloss — Now that we've refiected on the past and 
present any reflections on the future? Will you 
continue in political cartooning? Go the distance? 

Renault -~ As far as | can tell, | will. | suppose 
none of us can tell where se will be a year trom now. 
But, it's been my main interest in my life. At the 
moment | can't think of anything I'd rather do.
